A 21 year-old woman, Laura Brown, raised 
in Antioch, daughter of Norrine Brown, An-, 
tioch and Richard Brown, Burlington, died of 
car bon m onoxide poisoning; in a major fire 
inGenoa City, Wis~onWednesdayrFeb.™10. 



According to a report at the Walworth 
County Sheriff's Dept., the fire started in 
Brown's.apartment in a combination liquor 
store and apartment building, at the main-in- 
tersection in downtown Genoa City, at ap- 
proximately 2:45 a.m. It was brought under 
control by 8:30 a.m. and completely ex- 
tinguished by 2:30 p.m. ^ 



\ Completely gutting the building that con- 
. tained eight apartments, the, fire routed the 
tenants in the early morning hours. 

Several near-by fire departments an- 
swered the fire alarm. Coming to the aid of 
Genoa City were emergency vehicles from 
Bloomfield Township, Twin Lakes, Silver 
Lake, Lake Geneva, Linn Township,. Rich- 
mond and Zenda. 



In all, 100 firemen worked under adverse 
arctic conditions to put out the fire. • 

According to Genoa City Fire Chief John 
Wrzeszcz, the efforts of the fire fighters were v 
hampered by cold temperatures and frozen 
~fire~equipmentr One-fireman was-taken-to— 
Burlington Memorial Hospital and treated 
for frost bitten feet; 

It took all the water in the Genoa City 
~water-tower-;-besides-the-water_fr.om_the_ 
neighboring fire departments' tankers to ex- 
tinguishthe blaze. 

Brown's body was found in the rubble at 
= 2:30 p.m. One of the main purposes of 
-having the neighboring fire departments, 
-standby was to keep the-fire from spreading 

throughout the old, closely connected 

buildings of downtown Genoa City. 

A large part of the business section of the 
village was coaled with ice during and after 
the biaze. Classes at nearby Brookwood 
Grade School were called off for the day 
because the school buses were unable to get 
through the congested traffic.

The village of Antioch, which has been 
against hooking-up . to the Northwest 
Regional Sewer System of 'Northern Lake 
County, when and if the need for expanding 
its present sewer facilties arose, has just 
purchased 2.5 acres for $40,000, that will 
allow, that expansion from the present 10,000 
to a 15,000 population capability. 



The newly purchased acreage, that" runs 
west of the public works department to 
Hillside Ave., -will be used by that depart- 
ment to store fuel tanks, salt etc.. 
v Then part of the 11 acres, adjoining the 



present treatment plant, now being used for 
^storage, will be utilized to enlarge the treat- 
ment plant. 

. Trustee Claudette Skvarce, the only mem- 
ber of .the village board to^vote.against the 
purchase of the 2i5 acres, objected to the 
location because she didn't, like the ap- 
pearance of a fenced-in public works depart- 
ment in a subdivision.

The first step in bringing a 90 unit senior 
citizen, low-income housing development to 
the village of Antioch, was taken care of 
when the developer of the project, Don 
Samuelson, who was responsible for the 
Cedar Village Senior Development, received 
approval of his preliminary plans from the 
Antioch Planning Commission. 

-At4east 80 of these units will be in one 



building, the height of this to be determined. 

Samuelson said that it will probably be three 

to four stories tall after the board objected to 

one built in five stories. 1 
The plans call for 48 one-bedroom units and 

32 two bedroom apartments in the ong 

building, used mainly by the elderly though 

not restricted to their use. 
The property, which is located on the east 
_side_of_Main_St, . nort h of Williams Park, 

owned by Harold Young, will also contain 10 

three-bedroom town houses.. 
Funding for the project will come from the 

Dept. of- Housing and Urban Development

get preference. 

Samuelson reports that the construction 
should take approximately two years with 
startng date necessariy by June 1, to qualify 
for the funding. "" ■ ^ 

June 1983 is the target completion date. 
• The village board has had that property in 
mind for a project of this nature for a long 
time, but because of the trouble in getting 
funding, the special use zoning of the proper- 
ty has run out, making it necessary for 
another rezoning of the four-and-one-half 
acres. 

The next step will be completed when 
Samuelson takes the plans to the Antioch 
Zoning Board of Appeals on March 3 for ap- 
proval and then the village board will have 
the last say when the plan, with both plan- 
ning and zoning recommendations, is 
broug ht before them. .

— In— one-qf— the^grossest 
rriisjustices in recent electoral history, the 
name of Dan DeFosse of Antioch is not on the 
ballot because Express Mail mis-delivered 
his petitions'' and they did not arrive in 
Springfield, not only overnight as the postal 
department claims,' but they didn't even 
arrive,over an entire weekend: - 

Therefore, DeFosse's name will not ap- 
pear on the ballot. However he .can still be 
the standard bearer for the Democratic Par- 
ty if he can garner somewhere over 600 
write-in votes in the March 16 primary. 

That may not be an easy task since 
DeFosse is a relative unknown in a large 
district that includes large Republican por- 
tions of Lake and McHehry County. 

We believe that those voters who take a 
Democratic ballot March 16 should take the 
time to write in the name of Dan DeFosse for 
representative in congress in the 12th 
district. We believe that when voters go. to 



the polls in November to decide who will 
represent them jn congress, they should have 
a choice. 

In communist countries, when there are 
elections, there is just one name on the 
ballot, that of the Communist Party can-, 
didate. In this country, we are proud of our 
democracy and the fact that we have a 
phnice^Wehavea-twoDartvsvste'm . 



And not that it will happen, but what if'*

work by November? The fact of the matter is = 
that voters, going ■ to the ; polls in November 
should have a choice. ;J; 

DeFosse has his own ideas' on issues and he 
speaks intelligently on them, issues like in- 
terest rates, the oil- shortage, food stamps, - 
school lunch programs, social security. But 
his biggest campaign issue is that it's time to . 
send a non-politician to Washington. A little 
unusual; but some people might agree with 
him. 

For that reason, he should appear on the 
ballot. If he is to be defeated, he should be 
defeated by Crane, not by the U.S. Postal 
System. Democrats must write-in his name 
on the ballot March 16.
